Bismarck. JJ. D, Nov. 30.—The to- 


tal net bonded debt of North Dako- 
.ia counties as of June 80, 192^, was 
^5,506,932.05, or $8.43 per capita. 


(The term "net bonded debt" means 
the total bonded debt outstanding 
le»s .inking funds on hand applica- 
ble to retirement of such debt). The 
net bonded debt of all counties is 
one half of one per cent of the as- 
sessed valuation of 1923. The 
net 


bonded debt of all North Dakota 
counties in 1913 was $1,464,230, the 
increase in the ten-year period being 
$4,042,702. The total net bonded debt 
of all North Dakota counties, how- 
ever, is less than the amount of taxes 
levied for county purposes in any 
one of the last six years, according 
to compilations made in the office of 
the state tax commissioner. 


Sixteen counties out of the S3 had 


no bonded debt as of June 30, 1923. 
Twenty counties had a net ionded 
debt amending to less than one per-, 
cent of the assessed valuation of the 
county for the year 1923, the assess- 
ed valuation of 1923 being 75 percent 
of the full and true value. Thirteen 
counties bad a net bonded debt rang- 
ing from one to two percent- of the 
assessed- valuation of the 
copnty. 


Four counties had a- bonded debt in
